The platform adopted bv tho Repub­ 
lic an national convention follows: 
Fifty years ago the Republican party 
came into existence, dedicated among 
other purposes to the great task of 
arresting 
the 
extension on 
human 
slavery. 
Iii I SGU it elected its first 
president. 
During twenty-four of the 
forty-four years which have elapsed 
Billet; the election of Lincoln the Re­ 
publican party has held complote con­ 
trol of the government. 
For eighteen 
more ut the forty-four years it has held 
partial control through the possession 
of one or two branches of the govern­ 
ment, while the Democratic party dur­ 
ing the same period has had complete 
control for only two years. 
This long 
tenure of power by the Republican 
party is not due to chance. 
It is a 
demonstration 
that 
the 
Republican 
party has commanded the confidence 
of tin American people for nearly two 
generations to a degree never equaled 
in our history aud has displayed a high 
capacity 
for 
rule 
and 
government 
which has been made even more con­ 
spicuous by the incapacity and in­ 
firmity of purpose shown by its op­ 
ponents.

O’Brien, the anti Hearst 
candidate for chairman, was extremely 
close, but the former won out by a 
margin of 40 votes of tho 1.002 pres­ 
ent. 
For a time it looked as though 
Hearst sentiment would rule in every­ 
thing 
and it doubtless would 
have 
done so had it. not been for a speech 
of Congressman John Bind, who turned 
a 
crowd of 
excited delegates 
who 
clamored for an Instructed delegation, 
to one which expressed itself when. 
the vote1 came as opposed to instruc t­ 
ing for Hearst or any other man. 
The anti-Hearst men secured three 
of the four 
delegates at large 
and 
will get an even break on the district 
delegates.

Chicago, June 23 - Tin* report of the 
committee on credentials of the Na­ 
tional

with the Wisconsin situation. 
Sena­ 
tor M(.-Comas of Maryland, chairman 
of the committee, read a report of tho 
investigation of the contest. 
He ex­ 
plained in detail that, a thorough can­ 
vass was made into the merits of tho 
contest, despite tie* fact that the con­ 
testants had withdrawn their claims 
on the ground that fair treatment could 
not he had.

The following account of a trip around 
Mille 
Lacs Lake is 
taken from the 
Mille Lacs Pioneer: 


“ Upon invitation of ( biptain McLaugh 
Ii n we boarded the handsome find trusty 
little steamer “ Rem nica” last Saturday 
afternoon 
for a pleasure trip around 
Mille Lacs. 
The gallant boat glided out 
of lier harbor at 1:30 p. 
rn. with Ja y 
Avery a- pilot anti George Orton as en 
pincer. 
‘•We bad hardly settled down to the 
enjoyment of th** ride, 
when we were 
surprised to find ourselves passing Vine 
hind 
aud a few minutes later Mount 
Pleasant was sighted. 
Mount Pleasant 
is the highest elevation about the lake 
being, as we were informed, about 300 
feet above th*1 level of th** lake. 
It is in 
tho vicinity of Midland anti stands back 
about 
two miles from 
tho shore. 
W e 
we were told that in the fall of the year, 
when 
the leaves are otT the trees, a 
beautiful view, including the entire 
water surface of M ille 
Lacs and of 
twenty small lakes in the surrounding 
country, can be had from tho summit of 
this elevation. 
W e were just getting 
nicely interested in a description of this 
interesting spot, which has lately come 
into tho possession of Emmett Mark, 
of 
Princeton, when tile speedy little 
steamer came to a stop. 
W e were at 
Midland, and upon consulting our watch 
found that we had made the trip, a dis­ 
tance of 20 to 25 miles, in one hour and 
forty minutes. 
“ ’This was our first visit to Midland 
and we found it to be one of til** beauty 
spots of Mille Lacs. 
The town was 
founded by Abe 
M ark, formerly of 
Princeton, a whole souled energetic fel­ 
low an*! a genuine hustler of the earth. 
The townsite is laid out on brood and 
liberal 
lines. 
It extends back from 
M ille Lacs lake about three fourths of a 
mile to Borden lake on the west. 
It is 
level and covered w ith a fine grove of 
maple, oak and basswood timber. 
There 
rn a fine base ball park and a race track 
near the lake shore, and several blocks 
are reserve*! in the center of the town 
for park purposes. 
The lots are od by 
ITA feet, with streets IOO feet wide and 
alleys AO feet. 
C entral 
avenue and 
Broadway are 150 feet wide one running 
east and west, and the other north and 
soutli through the center of the town­ 
site, affording a fine boulevard system. 
“ W e put up for the 
night at ‘Hotel 
M idland’ and found the proprietor, M r. 
IL F. 
Marin, a genial and accommodat­ 
ing gentlemen. 
’The table was par ex­ 
cellence. and we were provided with a 
clean airy room and a soft bed. 
Land 
lord Marin conducts an attractive and 
up to date hostelry, and looks well to the 
comfort of his guests. 
H is building is 
large and commodious, and the interior 
is finished in hard-wood throughout. 
It 
affords a large office, parlor, dining-room 
etc. downstairs, and about twenty sleep­ 
ing apartments on the second floor, also 
toilet and bath room, making it a mod­ 
ern country hotel. 
W e found Mr. E. A. 
Ryder, formerly of Vineland, engaged in 
the general store business here. 
H is 
store building is 30 by 60 feet, with a 
large public hall overhead. 
He has also 
just completed a cozy residence. 
He 
appears to be doing a prosperous busi­ 
ness which will doubless continue to in 
crease as the country developes. 
“ Mr. < J. A. M cLaughlin is establishing 
a fine creamery here, 
'l'he building is 
now completed and a Mr. Shelton, an 
expert butter maker from Wisconsin, is 
now at work placing tin* machinery in 
order, and within a week from the time 
you 
read this the M idland Creamery 
butter will find its way to tho eastern 
market. 
The best dairy butter is now 
selling at the Midland store for IO cents 
per pound, anil it is no wonder that the 
farmers of that vicinity are enthusing 
over the coining of the creamery, as IO 
and 12 cent butter w ill be a thing of the 
past as soon as the creamery is put in 
operation. 
Truly Mr. 
M cLaughlin is 
doing a great deal of good, not only for 
M idland, but the whole lake country, as 
his boat will make daily trips around 
the lake, carrying passengers and freight, 
and gathering cream from the different 
shore points. 
M idland is certainly a 
point not to be overlooked in making a 
tour of the lake country. 
“ A fter a goodnight's restand a hearty 
breakfast we strolled down to the lake 
shore to glance over M ille Lacs, from a 
Crow 
W ing county point of view. 
A 
few minutes later we were* greeted by 
the fam iliar voice of Abe Mark, 
ll** had 
just arrived as the advance guard of a 
party of pleasure seekers from Brainerd 
who, by previous arrangement, were? to 
make a tour of the lake on that day. 
It 
ha«l been planned to start on the trip, at 
eight o'clock but, owing to some hitch, 
it was about eleven before the “ Rem 
mea ' raised anchor and steamed out of 
the harbor. 
The day was an ideal one, 
sunshiny and calm, and could not have 
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been improved upon if made to order 
for 
the occasion.

tion of being th** only point above the 
Ink** that has n telephone connection, 
anti a long distance one at that. 
Chas, 
Swanson, Abo M ark, and the writer 
went ashore at this point. 
Mr. Sw an ­ 
son 
rang up th*- 
National Hotel at 
Brainerd, of w hich he is proprietor, 
giving orders for its management (lur 
mg his absence. 
Mr. Mark tried to call 
up a Wall street broker in New York 
with a view to selling him a corner lot 
in Midland, and left the phone smiling. 
It was the Pioneer man s turn next, and 
we were making a desperate effort to 
gather the Associated Press reports for 
our next issue, when we were suddenly 
rung off by tho shrill whistle of the 
Remnica. warning us that our time was 
up at Nichols, and a lively sprint was 
made to regain the boat.

Island, where 
Father Hennepin is reported to have 
been kept a prisoner for a time by the 
Indians, should be reached. 


“ Everybody was beginning to have a 
pretty good appetite worked up by the 
time Wealthwood was reached at about 
I p. rn., and a stop for dinner 
was to 
have been mad** at that place. 
For 
some reason, however the landlord there 
was unable to entertain tic* party, who 
were obliged to live on the anticipation 
of something to eat for a while 
longer. 
Wealthwood is distinguished chiefly for 
its ‘cullud’ settlement. 
An attempt was 
made to establish a negro colony there 
several years ago, and we were told that 
there are five or six colored families liv ­ 
ing there now, but we failed to see even 
one -little Alabam a coon’ on the shore, 
and being unable to get anything to eat, 
the boat was headed for Isle 
Harbor 
omitting Mulino, which hadbeen includ 
cd in the Ii® of landings. 
Fearing that 
the judge might sentence the Sabbath 
breakers to confinement on Prison 
Is ­ 
land, Captain M cLaughlin was got next 
to and was induced to skip that dread 
spot entirely. 
“ A short stop was made at Big Point 
on the east short*, w hich is certainly a 
charming spot. 
T. II. Caley, of Prince­ 
ton, is the owner of forty five acres of 
the finest part of this point, and can 
boats of having the most graceful grove 
of elms to be found on the shore of M ille 
Lacs, which is saying a great deal. 
The 
next stop was made at Isle Harbor dock, 
where a large crowd boarded the boat 
and accompanied it as far as Charley 
Malone's place, Chas. W icklander acting 
as special pilot in entering Malone har­ 
bor. 
It was a 
hungry crowd 
that 
sw ooped down upon Charley and he had 
to move at a lively rate to keep pace 
with tho demand for crackers, cheese, 
sardines, salmon, etc., after which the 
Brainerd party’s tnsto turned to moc­ 
casins and Indian bead work. 
“ Mr. Malone carries a large stock of 
general merchandise in his store and 
conducts a fine hotel and it was very 
much regretted that the want of time 
prevented the party from waiting for a 
regular dinner there. 
It was the gener­ 
al vt relict that Malone’s beautiful build­ 
ings, well kept grove and picturesque 
island could not be out rivaled by any­ 
thing seen about the lake thus far. 
“ It was intended to visit Law rence, 
Mossomonie Point and M urray 
Beach, 
but owing to the late start from M id ­ 
land, time would not admit of it and it 
was decided to steer direct to Cove and 
thence to Midland. 
As the afternoon 
was wearing well along and there 
was 
still a long trip ahead, the cry of ‘all 
aboard for Cove’ was sounded and the 
boat left the Isl** dock at 5:45 p. rn, 
Ju s t outside Isle harbor, upon sugges­ 
tion of Judge 
Holland, an important 
document was drawn up, conceding Col. 
Kenney to be the best story teller and 
all round entertainer on the boat, while 
Abe Mark was credited with being the 
most truthful yarn spinner of the lot. 
This was certified to by the signatures 
of all on board, sealed securely in a 
pickle bottle and consigned by the judge, 
with due ceremony, to the blue waters 
of Mille Lacs. 
Chas. Swanson, of the 
National hotel at Brainerd, w ill give a 
liberal reward to anyone finding the 
aforesaid pickle bottle. 
“ 'The boat moved along rapidly, 
re­ 
vealing more and more of til*1 wealth of 
wooded shore which makes the scenery 
all about the lake a panorama of sur­ 
passing charm. 
The view of the arehi 
pelage near Law rence presented a pie 
tun* not soon to be forgotten. 
A t 6:30 
our own beautiful Mossomonie Point 
w as rounded and a few minutes later 
tho Remnica again glided into Cove har­ 
bor, just as the sun was beginning to 
drop in the west, having com pie ted ainee 
the* previous evening, a 75 mile trip over
